Superintendent's Report. 


To the School Board and Citizens of Jefferson 

The superintendent of schools herewith presents 
his seventh annual report. 

Ten teachers have been employed in eight schools,’ 
each keeping 36 weeks. We are very fortunate in 
having a corps of teachers, which, as a whole,is bet- 
ter than usual. Hard work is being done in each 
school and progress is being made. There has been 
good attendance except for sickness and severe 
weather. The teachers have shown a splendid, loyal 
spirit in attending the teachers’ meetings. This 
fact alone would show that they have the spirit of 
earnestness and progress. The « superintendent 
wishes to especially commend this professional atti- 
tude of the teachers.

In Memory. The school board met with a serious 
loss during the year in the death of Mr. L. D. Keni- 
son. Mr. Kenison was an interested and efficient 
member and his help was missed by his colleagues. 
Fortunately his place was filled by Mr. George Nev- 
ers, who is ably acting as the new chairman. 

SIX AND SIX PLAN 

Judging from work thus far accomplished, good 
results are being accomplished in the beginning 
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toh + we Biinve made toward the sana of bee So- 
called six and six plan. It is very desirable that this 
plan should be approved by the state department and 
a definite program be laid out for a six-year high 
school. This would mean that only six years 
would be taught in the elementary schools and then 
the pupils would come to the high school. Such an 
arrangement. has been rartially carried out this 
year, and those pupils wno have come to the high 
school for seventh and eighth grade work, have 
profited thereby. The plan of work should be re- 
vised so that drill subjects hke grammar shall come 
in grades five and six, while content subjects like 
history and science shall come in the adolescent per- 
iod, when pupils are in grades VII and VIII. Many 
schools of the state are working along this same line. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


The high school has been doing better work since 
the seventh and eighth grades were placed in that 
room. There is interest in added numbers and the 
pupils are remaining longer. Headmaster Mc- 
Cartney left at the middle of the year to take a more 
lucrative position in the southern part of the state. 
We are fortunate in securing Mr. Russell of N. H. 
State College to take his place. The superintendent 
would urge that a domestic science course be intro- 
duced for the girls. This could be done without 
great expense. 


PARENT TEACHER ASSOCIATION. 


The Parent Teacher Association has held some 
good meetings during the year. A new feature 
has been the actual teaching of classes by some of 
the teachers so that parents and teachers could see 
the methods. At one of the meetings Miss Johnston 
of Plymouth Normal School gave a very interest- 
ing address. At the fall meeting Mrs. Florence 
K. Grey gave an account of her work in expression 
in Whitefield schools, following this account with 
two pleasing readings. It would be very desirable 
‘if she could be secured to visit the Jefferson schools. 
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SCHOOL GRANGE FAIR 

The school exhibit at the school grange fair held 
in the fall, was the best we have ever made. Many 
ribbon prizes were awarded and there was much 
interest. In the school garden contest, the first 
prize was awarded to Norman Savage of Riverton 
School and the second to Donald Lennox of the Val- 
ley School. It was announced at this time that Gor- 
don Savage had won first prize in a cow-judging 
contest at Lancaster fair, the prize for which was a 
free trip to the national fair at Springfield. This 
was a credit both to Gordon and to the high school. 
MEMORIAL DAY. 

Memorial Day was observed as usual by schools 
and secret orders. A special pleasing feature of the 
march was the decoration ‘of “‘state ladies,” there 
being a girl with crown and sash to represent each 
state in the union. On the return from the church 
the company joined with the W. C. T. U. in dedicat- 
ing the new public drinking fountain recently placed 
near Red Men’s Hall. 

REPAIRS AND IMPROVEMENT. 

Extensive repairs have been made at the high 
school building in the placing of a steam heating 
plant, and better sanitary accommodations. The 
value of this work has been apparent during the 
cold winter weather. The building was also shing]l- 
ed. There is still much that needs to be done to 
fix the fountain, paint, and grade the grounds. 
The house on the North Road was repaired enough 
to save it from decay and ruin. Slate blackboards 
were placed in the Valley school house. The super- 
intendent very highly commends. the attitude of the 
school board toward keeping the school building in 
good repair. It is not economy to save money by 
letting the building run down. 

There is more or less work to be done on each 
school house next year, and a generous appropria- 
tion should be made for this purpose. The follow- 
ing recommendations are made; ventilating sys- 
tems like the one at Riverton; adjustable cur- 
tains in all the rooms; underpinning fixed and some 
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painting at the Meadows; inside renovation with a 
new floor and seats at Valley; inside renovation and 
outside painting at Highlands; outside painting at 
Starrking; inside renovation, outside painting, and 
additional slate blackboards at the Hi'l. 


NOON LUNCH 


Some very interesting results have developed 
from the efforts made to have a warm lunch for chil- 
dren who remain at noon. Warm cocoa or a warm 
soup is prepared by the girls under the teacher’s 
direction. At close of school, all pupils quietly wash ° 
hands, sit down properly, wait until all are served 
and then eat in an orderly manner. This is very 
much better than bolting a cold lunch and spending 
the rest of the time making a disturbance. After 
dinner, boys and girls unite in cleaning up, washing 
the disnes and sweeping 


SCHOOL STATISTICS 


The report at the close of the school year in June 
showed a total registration of 99 boys and 101 girls, 
and an average membership of 176.9. The average 
attendance was 164.48, the per cent of attendance 
92.97. Instances of tardiness were 456. ‘These 
figures do not vary much from last year. There is 
a slight improvement in the matter of tardiness, but 
the record is still inexcusably bad. 


SUPERINTENDENT’S OFFICE. 


The superintendent, with the continued efficient 
help of Miss Colbath, the office assistant, has been 
very busy visiting schools and supervising work, giv- 
ing tests for rating the fundamentals such as arith- 
metic, language, spelling, reading and writing; test- 
ing pupils for better grading; conducting teachers’ 
meetings; delivering books and supplies; reading 
and criticizing monthly reports from teachers; and 
helping in community activities, such as _ school 
grange fair and parent teacher meetings. The June 
report showed a total of 199 visits by the superin- 
tendent in the schools of Jefferson during the year 
then closed. 
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RECORD OF PUPILS 


Pupils not absent or tardy during school year 
ending June, 1916, were Earl Hunt, Lila Davis, 
Clinton McIntyre, Marion Phelps, and Ruth Phelps 
of the schools at the Hill; Mina Woodward of the 
Riverton school; Roma Davis, Helen McDonald,Reta 
Newell, Dorothy Willey and Chester Stewart of the 
Meadows grammar school; Harold Munce,of the 
Meadows primary school. The record is particular- 
ly commendable in the lower school at the Hill and 
the Meadows grammar school. It is a splendid 
training for children to learn to be punctual and 
constant in attendance at school. Many a failure is 
due to lazy, careless habits in doing the duties that 
come in daily life. 


MEETINGS OF SCHOOL BOARD 


The regular metings of the school board are held 
on the second Tuesday of each month, at which time 
orders are drawn for bills approved, reports heard 
and plans made for the repair of school property 
and the conduct of the schools. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR PUBLIC CONSIDERATION. 


1 Sufficient appropriation should be made to 
complete necessary repairs of school property. 

2 The teacher of agriculture should be kept 
through the summer to look after the project work. 

3 A domestic science course should be estab- 
lished for the girls. 

4 The new Six and se plan should be adopted as 
the policy of the schools. 

5 The age of the pupils entering school shoula 
be six years. 

6 Provision should be made for a teacher of mu- 
sic and expression to visit the schools ot Jefferson 
weekly. 

7 It should be understood that with the increased 
cost of living, teachers’ salaries must necessarily ad- 
vance, together with price of board, cost of sup- 
plies and repairs and cost of transportation. This 
fact chould be taken into consideration when the ap- 
propriations are made. 
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With the advice and consent of the school board. I 
recommend that thefollowing sums be appropriated 
for the ensuing year, such sums to be subject to in- 
crease at the discretion of the board, if the financial] 
condition of the country demands.
